From a Soldier's Point of View. 


A letter describing the oxperlonces of a 
soldier of the Inporial Bodygurd at the 
battle of the Yalu ia published by the «/ijt. 
Tha letter ia written to 6 frient in Tokyo 
and is worth ‘roproducing, desaibing as it 
oos tho feelings of a soldier during battle. 
Tho writer says :~We crossed Tier Hill at 
2 am. on the Sst May, and reed on the 
River Ai, facing the enemy, *ho were 
about five hundred metres ditont. We 
wero waiting for Joybreak, well ontrenched, 
and coger to commence the atuck. The 
bright moon waa high, aa if watching the 
movements of tho enemy and lighting the 
way for our army, We all felt happy. Iwill 
eny somathing of my porsonnt feelings dur- 
ing the fighting and of what I san, Towards 
dawn tho artillery duc] openod, ind lasted 
for about two hours, when a dgnal was 
made ordering thoinfantry to advance. At 
onco the Imperial Guarda leapd out ‘of 
their ontrenchmonis, and the ouomy con- 
contrated their firoon us. Bulle foll like 
rain, and under it I dashed, quite uncon- 
aciousof danger. Wo waded theriver with 
tho water up to our waists, onr men sing- 
ing the military wng which commences, 
*Watoruni yasuki Anjo no’ (‘ Itis easy to 
wadothy rivor Anjo’). The somd made 
by the bullets whizing through the air may 
he divided: into threa kinds—'pun pun,’ 
“hhyu,' and ‘shyt, The firat ismade by a 
bullet @ying very high over aur heads, and 
the Inst sound by the moat dangrous bul- 
let, fying Letweon man aod man, and like- 
ly togo through our bodies, During our 
advance the last-named sound war all about 
ouresraand shmpncl was exploding over 
our heads, like fitoworks at Ryogoku, T 
was almost deafened, yet I heard the 
commands of tho captains of companies 
ordering the advance. Some 40,000 or 
50,000 rifles and lundreds of arillory on 
bath sides were pooring thoitfire into 
eachother, I fet nt the time that the 
hillamigbt crack with the tecible row. 
‘Who scone was dreadfu!  Pruently the 
enon began to mtreat, and ot army's 
epirity rose, We cave chase, ahioting the 
running Russians vith a happier feoling. 
My tattalion occupied Ikhikn, whore Bix 
guns tell into our tiands, The momy fied 
to tho left aide of tho hill, onlyw moct a 
coluwn, of the Twolfth Divisiu, aod at a 
milo south of Chulicn-chong tho encmy 
raised a white thg and lay down their 
arms, Over throo hundred uficors. arid 
men, including tho Colonel, bolnging to 
the sharpshooting Siberia artillory batta- 
lion, surrondered. Some thonarnd officers 
and wien and some hundreds of lorses were 
killed or woandel. Thus we scored a 
brillinnt victory after fighting a desperate 
battle, and this yreat act voment. took 
only five hours. [t was ahont half-past el- 
evon when the fighting entirdy ceased. 
Wo liad tiftin in the midst of blood, looking 
at tho Russians lying dead or wounded on 
all sides, some of us taking Roots on dead 
horses, We bivouncked at tho base of a 
hill about three milea south of Chulien- 
chong, and so spnt the nigh. Tho on- 
emy's dead were piled up like ahill. Some 
of tho wounded were moaning and waiting 
for the assistance of the Red Onss, while 
othors bogged for food. .The aight cansed 
within us a fooling of groat compsrion. A 
Russian who wax wounded in tho shoulder 
andin his leg drow his sword ond cut open 
his own atomachin our sight. When and 
how did he imbits the Yamato spirits? 
His heroic action lo avoid the humiliation 
of surcender compelled out admintion. 


THE STATE OF RUSSIA. 


Iu the midst ofall the anzisties of war 
Russis is finding st least equal cause for 
apprbensions st home, saya a Russian 
comvspondent to tho Standarl, Only o 
short time ago tho St. Petershwg Gazette 
referted in plain language to the oxiatence 
‘of aschool of thought in Rassis which was 
prying for ‘a now Sebastopol,’ as a lever 
of far-reaching roforma. It is no longer 
donicd anywhore in Russia that the re- 
forms of the OzerLiberator, induding the 
Emancipation of the Serfs in 1861, wero 
tho direct effect of the Crincan War. 
Indeed, there ore many who lvlieve that 
tho Articles of Peace incluicd a secret 
caveo inthis sense, binding the Czar to 
give freedom to his people. If thote is 
any truthin this belief, the vorld should 
soon know it, the fifty years’ limit usually 
obtaining in the presorvation of diplomatic 
Bocrots expiring this year. Im anycase, there 
ean bo no doubt whatever thot tha St, 
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ese with arms in their 
hands in the tidd as the agitators at home, 
with their apwious talk of reforme and 
freedom and {ilividual rights, The Rusaian 
Armies, when,they have been assembled 
ineufficient nunbers, will quickly dispose 
ofthe armed {oa ; but only the Toyalty of 
the citizen can defeat the insidious advancea 
ofthe ‘enemy in opr midst.’ General 
Koxopatkin, vhen leaving for the front,

But the gist of these remurks 
isn tho strikitg reforonces to the ‘ enemy 
in our midst.’ Taken together with the 
impressions derived from convorso with 
nuny and varicus Ruagiang, the nowledgo 
of the excaptional activity of the political 
police and other stories even. more. tragic 
than isolated and mysterious disappearances 
of friends and relations, it i impossible 
nol to arrive atthe conclusion that Russia 
ix beginning to feel « strain athomo which 
wy prove a valuable Ally for Japan.
